J. R. Williams announced Wednes- 


day the sale of his sawmill, plant and 
land, Jo Frank Gunter for Gunter 
Brothers Lumber company of McNab. 


-•• ?Mr. 'Williams is retaining the retail 


lumber end of his business, and will 
continue to make Hope his home. 


Tlie Gunter firm is taking possession 


of the local plant this week and will 
continue operations here on an ex- 
panded basis. The four Gunter broth- 
ers are veteran lumber men having 
operated a mill at McNab for the last 


1 five years, and owning extensive tim- 


her holdings in Hcmpstcad and ad- 
joining counties. 


In their deal with Mr. Williams the 


Gunter brothers obtain the sawmill, 


one of 19 reciprocal trade treaties— 
with Belgium, France, the Netherlands, 
Sweden und many South and Central 
American countries. 


There was no political significance in 


these other treaties. There is none in 
tills one. 


It is a trade treaty pure and simple, 


adopted because each of the signatories 
believes it contains features which will 
help him. 


Won't Help Wheat Fanners 


Greatly 


The second point has to do with 


agriculture. We will have to hear 
the agricultural interests before we can 
form an unbiased view of the effects of 
the treaty. 


The most striking feature at first 


glance is the abolition of Britain's 
duty on wheat. But only at first glance. 
It will probably make no very great 
difference. 


Various wheat-raising 
countries— 


Argentina mid Canada chiefly—have 
immense wheat surpluses and have 
been dumping wheat on the British 
market. , 


The U. S. has been dumping too, sell- 


ing wheat below the world price in 
England and subsidizing wheat farm- 
ers on that dumped part of their sur- 
plus. Thus, while the abolition of the

Governor to Seek 


Tax Equalization 


Some Counties Have Cut 


Assessment, Others In- 


creased It 


LI1TLE ROCK—Among major items 


in the legislative program of Gover- 
nor Bailey's second administration will 
be proposals calling for equalization 
of assessments of real property in the 
state and co-operative "warfare" to 
correct 
freight rate discriminations 


against the South, the governor dis- 
closed in an address before the Legis- 
lative procedure institute, attended by 
most of the members of the Fifty-scc- 
otid General Assembly here Tuesday 
night. 


In what was regarded as a preview of 


his second inaugural address, Gover- 
nor Bailey said the 1939 legislature 
would be "largely concerned" with 
three 'matters: 


1. Finances. 
2. Highway construction. 
3. Freight rules. 


The governor discussed the manner 


in which assessments of property in 
the state have fallen from about $600 - 
000,000 to $400,000,000 in recent years, 
and told the assemblymen and assem- 
blymen-elect that in some sections as- 
sessments have decreased 55 per cent, 
which in others the assessments have 
shown increases. 


In addition to the injustices of cer- 


tain taxpayers making their ad va- 
lorem tax returns on one basis pf as- 
sessment, while their neighbors paid 
far less or more on other bases, the 
governor said the reduction in as- 
sessments was tantamount to a 33 per- 
cent decrease in the tax rate. 


He said he knew that measures deal- 


ing with the subject would come be- 
fore the Fifty-second General Assem- 
l>ly. 


In '-connection with highway con- 


struction and maintenance and the 
question of correcting discriminations 
in freight rates, the governor told the 
legislators "there is little, seemingly," 
that they could do, • 


He said he hoped that Arkansas, 


working in conjunction with "eight 
other states similarly affected," could 
wage a fruitful war at the seat of the 
trouble, "which is in Washington, D.

It will be interesting to watch the 


effect of the reduction of tariffs on 
textiles upon American cotton growers 
and producers. The argument for ad- 
mitting British textiles is that they 
are limited to very high grade cotton 
textiles which do not come into compe- 
tition with 
lower-grade? 
American 
goods. 


This part of the treaty will doubtless 


not affect so severely southern cotton 
textile plants, but it may be resisted 
by New England plants which go in 
for the higher grades of textiles. 


A thind point is this: there is no 


sound argument that.can bo made

Even the most confirmed tariff ad- 


vocates have been

duties for years. William McKinley, 
whose career was founded on protec- 
tion, was the great apostle of reciproc- 
ity and the last speech he made be- 
fore his assassination at Buffalo was 
for that principle. 


The whole idea is sound. , 
What is dangerous is to delude the 


people into supposing that the eco- 
nomic effect /will be greater than it 
can hope to be. 


A hasty examination of the new 


schedules would seem to justify the 
belief that the actual effect of the 
treaty upon the trade of both coun- 
tries will not be very great—ben- 
eficial but not commanding.

PARIS, France. - (/P) - The French- 


German agreement to submit all fu- 
ture disputes to consultation rather 
than to threaten war, was announced 
officially here Wednesday. 


The "war 
renunciation" pact an- 


nouncement came a few hours before 
the scheduled arrival of British Prime 
Minister Chamberlain and Foreign 
Minister Viscount Halifax for talks on 
a French-British military alliance. 


The French-German understanding 


—a possible cornerstone on which may 
be built European peace and collabor- 
ation—complements the Munish Brit- 
ish-German anti-war accord. 


The new accord goes further by rec- 


ognizing formally the present French- 
German border. 


The date for its signing was not 


announced.

Of our investments $1,500,000,000 are 


direct investments—that is, money in- 
vested in plants, mines, ships, factories, 
etc., in South American countries. The 
balance are bonds—loans to states and 
industries there. 
In this we differ 


from the Germans. They seek trade, 
exchange of commodities. We have 
acquired lands and natural resources. 


Of this ?1,500,000,000 of direct in- 


vestments about one billion belongs 
to a handful of companies. Here they 
are: ,

000,000; Anaconda Copper, 5220,000,000;

plunged into the gravest depression.

sination of the Grman embassy secre- 
tary in Paris by a Jewish boy.

ficial Gazette as the propaganda ma- 
chine went into full swing with a 
warning that no mercy would be ac- 
corded in writing the "last chapter of 
the Jewish question in Germany." 


Foreign Jews were exempt from the 


levy, which must be paid in full by

nominations were split among the next 
three teams. Duke, only imbeaten-

by military instruments. 


The trade problems 
involve the 


struggle between rival merchants of 
varying nationalities for the commerce 
of South America. That is a problem 
for our merchants and producers. They 
will have to be good salesmen. They 
will have to give atlenlion to the for- 
eign commercial policies of their own 
country. We cannot have a policy oi 
rising prices and high tariffs and hope 
to compete in foreign markets. It just 
is not possible. 


If the Germans or Italians can get 


Irade by barter, there is nothing to 
prevent us from using that instrumen 
but in the end it will be an instru- 
menl of very doubtful utility. The 
South Americans do not prefer it 
They like cash as well as the nex 
one. The American government shoulc 
aid our exporters in every legilimati 
way. But any one who supposes wi 
can get more business in South Amer 
ica by a display of provocative force 
is very much mistaken. That is a gooc 
way to lose business. 


Second, as to the fascist neighbors 


That is indeed a serious matter. W 
have had a long history of gcttin 
along with military dictators of the ol 
school. Fascist dictatorships as the 
now exist in South America are sti 
dictatorships. They are no more likel 
to invite foreign aggression or foreig 
allies to enter Soulh America than th 
old dictators. Are we prepared to so 
that we will go down to South Amer 
ica to overthrow fascist dictators? 
we plan that, we must, of course, pro 
vide ourselves with a huge navy and 
army, If we have no such idea, then 
are we afraid of the fascist dictators 
coming up here to attack us? That is 
fantastic. 


Our problem is a serious one. It is 


on the one hand a job for American 
exporters as business men. It is on 
the other han da job for our national 
government in the sphere of inter- 
national relationships. No man can 


hink of a better plan than the be- 
wvior of the good neighbor—not just 
pleasant 
speeches 
about 
the good 


leighbor, but the conduct of our com- 
mercial and national relations upon 
a plan of absolute juslice and regard 
or the rights of these greatly troubled 
en sisters and a sympathetic under- 
landing of the grave problems which 
jeset them.

It will be a fine thing to have the king nnd queen of England as guests of 


the United .States next spring. Genuine 18-karat 'royalty is a rare sight in this 
land, and all pur citizens will doubtless be the better for having had a look 
at the real article. 


/Bi\t it is not too searly for the people of this republic to moke up their 


minds that while they are going to 'be cordial hosts they are not goim* to be 
in Hj)e -market for any gold bricks. 


• 'Great -(Britain doesn't send her king and queen on -transoceanic voyages 


just to give them a change of scene and a ibreath of fresh air. British royalty 
does not ordinarily have much to do, but a full dress foreign visit like this 
one ranks as one of its most important jobs. One need not be unduly suspicious 
to guess that this particular hand across the sea is coming toward UP palm 
upward. 


There are several things that England may have in mind. 
j For one thing, there are ^those war debts, still unpaid. For another there 
is the Johnson act, which prohibits loans to defaulting nations. For still an- 
other, there is that .vague and ill-defined thing, Anglo-American co-operation. 
If America's cordiality to King George and Queen Elizabeth brings on a re- 
vival of the ,old blood-is-thicker-than-water talk, we may expect to be in- 
formed that it. is our duty to humanity to give on these points.

It makes little difference what kind of support we are asked 
to give— whether we are asked to forget about the debts, repeal .the Johnson 
act, .or align ourselves in the "Anglo-Saxon bloc" in some other way; what 
Britain -wants, obviously, is some definite sort of American support. 


'But ia -British foreign policy today anything -which Amerlba ought to sup- 
P0"" Os rt- wording so strongly for a freer, juster, happier world that we would 
be.-jus«ied in abandoning our traditional policy of isolation in order to .give 
it a 'helping 'hand? 


• . Every ;man -will have .to provide his .own answer to that. In view of all that 
has. -.happened -m the '.last half dozen years, it is very hard to see how America 
as a whole can possibly return a"yes" answer. 


If ever our tradition of isolation looked good, it looks good today 


Everything that has happened overseas in recent years is designed to rein- 
force the old feeling that America can best serve the world by staying at 
home and minding her .own business.. If Mr. Chamberlain is the knight in 
Shining armor who is to make us change our minds, his record to date hardly 
indicates it. 


America will be cordial to her royal guests; no doubt 'about that. But if it 


is wise it will keep its fountain pen in its pocket when the salesman lays the 
contract on the table.

Serious Illness in Man Caused by Infestation 


o:TParasites 


The human being is not only animal 


has worms. All of the animals occasio* 
nally are infested nnd quite,frequently 
the Worms that are in the animals are 
'transferee! to human beings. When 
those parnsittos get into the body, 
they nre r-npable b? Setting up n good 
deal of hurm. Sometimes they get into 
huhinn beings directly form the soil 
Which is polluted, sometimes form the 
flesh of the animal that is eaten as 
food by the human being, nnd some- 
times through contamination of fingers 
or awtrc. 


Among the worms that are thus Iran 


sfcrred arc the hookwarm, the whip- 
worm, the organisms that cause dy- 
sentery. t))e pimvorm, and the pork 
and beef tapeworms, and the trich- 
inae of infested pork. 


People who live in the country ore 


more likely to become infested form 
the soil than arc those who live in 
the cities. Fortunately hookworm in- 
festation, which was the chief dis- 
turber in the southern portion of the 
Nnited States, has been brought large- 
ly Under control. It has steadily dim- 
inished, since scientific studies were 
first undertaken many years ago. 


On the other hand, fhcre seems to 


be evidence that infestation of the hum 
an being with the tapeworm 'that is 
Acquired form the fresh water .fish 


basing in the United States. Ccr-! 


talnly trniehinols, which comes form 
eating Infected pdrk, is inee'reaslng 
and infestation . -with the tapeworm 
of beef is not dlmihshlrtg although 
apnrcntily not making much •headway. 


The tapeworm that comes 'from fish 


is known by a highly technical name. 
This tapeworm produces eggs which 
are lo small to be aeon except with 
the microscope, 'this worm can Infect 
dogs, cats, and Wild animals such 
as bears and foxes as well as human 
beings. Fishes from the Great -Lakes 
region of the United Sfatos have been 
found to be infested -with the larvae 
of thi tapeworm. 


It is said that In parts of Scandin- 


avia, Finland, Russia and Gettnany 
people tire Infested with these tape- 
worm may discharge a million eggs 
In a single day the-possibility of spjread 
of this infestation is easily aparenl. 


•People who have tapeworms oc- 


casionally show a veracious -appetite 
but sometimes tire really too sick to 
cut much.' They suffer with disturb- 
ances of the bowels, loss of sleep, ner- 
vousness and similar symptoms. 'This 
condition cmv be eliminated if people 
will avoid the eating 'of fresh writer 
fish 
either raw, cmi-raw smoked,

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Rise of Barriers Between States 


Increasing Handicap to Trade 


By WILLIS THORTON 


NBA Service Staff Correspondent 
CHICAGO—The rapid rise of trade 


barriers beteween states has business 
men and economists badly worred. 


Ljttle by little, a country whose bus- 


iness traditions are based on free 
r«ssage ,of goods between states is 
"Balkanizing" itself. 


The kind of customs barriers that 


have made trade within Europe a night 
mare are forbidden by the United 
States Constitution. That gives Con- 
gress sole right to regulate inter- 
state commerce. 


But by means of subterfuges like 


"use taxes" states agriculture regulat- 
ions, liquor trade walls, motor truck 
regulations and taxes, fruit embar- 
goes, and discrimintory state taxes, 
a situation similar to the Euorpean 
position is being achieved rapidly. 
These and delated problems are to be 
a concren of the Midwest Regional 
Assembly of the Council of State Gov- 
ernments here, Nov. 21—22. 


After 150 Years 


One of the reasons for establishing 


the puresent constitution was to pre- 
veint states from building tarif walls. 
That had begun under the Confederat- 
ion, and had seriously hampered com- 
mercial development. Now, after 150 
years of operation as "the greatest 
free trade market in the world," the 
state are beginning to build border 
trade barriers. 


Seventeen states'have "port of entry" 


laws which set up "customs houses" 
at principal crossing points on state 
lines- to enforce taxes, tolls, and like 
restrictions on trade. 


Kansas, for instance, pioneer in the 


"port entry' system, has 66 such "ports" 
Oklahoma 58, and so on. Usually there 
is no flat discriminatory tax against 
'foreigners," but in many cases inspec- 
tions and requirements are such a 
nuisance that they definitely hamper 
commerce. 


At least a dozen states discriminate 


against beer and liquors brought in 
for mother states. 


Several states tax salemen enter- 


ing the state, and. much antichain 
store agitation is based on the "Buy 
Locally' cry. One town which violent- 
ly opposed chain stores sudenly realiz- 
ed that it was selling almost it en- 
tire industrial production to a national 
chain. 


Thirty-one states have a special ole- 


margarine tax, designed to protect 
local dairy products from competition 
by out-of-state margairne 
makers. 


This brings relation. Alabama, a cot- 
ton-seed state, protested such a tax in 
Wisconsin, retaliated by refusing to 
buy any Wisconsin-made dary product 
for state institutions. 


Milk Markets 


.< pighteen states set the price of 
Anilk by law. That makes an at- 
tractive market for out-of-state pro- 
•ducers. So milk-shed authoroties have 
to be set up, uspposedly to protect 
stand^rdas, but really to 
prevent 


milk,-from other states from reaching 
the market. 


There is more trouble, red tape and 


expense in driving a car across cer- 
tain state lines today than there is 
n gojng into (Mexico or Canada. 


You are customs-inspected as you 


enter' and leave Kansas, Colorado, 
Utah, California, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. In several states the gasoline 
in your tank is measured on entering 
and you are asked to pay. a tax on 
that gasoline. 


States which have sales taxes feel 


handicapped in relation to neighboring 
states which do not. So, beggining 
with Washington in 1935, eight of them 
have enacted 'use taxes." 


If you go from Washington into Ore- 


gon and buy an -artcile, natuarlly 
Washington can't collect a tax on that 
sale. But it can charge you on that 
return to Washington, and does it. 
So do California, Colorado, Ohio 
Oklahmoa, Iowa, Kansas, Utah and 
Wyoming. 


Once started, these discriminatory 


barriers rise like mushrooms. One 
thing leads to another, thus:Michi- 
gan passed a law forbidding the sale 
in Michigan of beer from states which 
discriminated aganst Mjchingan beer 
By the beggining of 1938 beer from 
10 states was being excluded. Indiana 
hardest hit because its brewers hac 
been selling ?2,000,000 worth of beer a 
year ;n Michigan, imposed a com 
plete embargo on ell beer and liquo 
from Michigan. 


The situation got so bad that a 


"peace conference" had to be held in 
Detroit, resulting in a temprary truce 
In the meantime Ohio inmposed 
$1500 annual tax on any distributor 
who handled Indiana beer. That cit 
uation is still unsettled . 


hTe CBhicago assembly will maki 


a study of such bariers, and try t 
devise plans to abolish them. Stud 
ents fear this rising tendency to shu 
off state from state and build barier 


Travelers used to cross from one state to another without being 


aware of the fact.

LITTLE ROCK—The financial plight 


of Montgomery county, a large part of 
which now is included in the Ouachita 
National Forest was brought into the 
limelight again Tuesday when the 
Woodmen of the World filed suit 
against the county in United States 
District Court seeking §19,570 and ac- 
crued nterest on unpaid bonds of a 
$101,600 issue of 1926. 


The fraternal order charges that the 


county government is insolvent, that 
it s being impoverished by land for- 
feitures to the state for non-paymenl 
of taxes and extension of the national 
forest over most of the county. 


"When the plaintiff purchased the 


bonds," the insurance company .said 
"the 
county contained about 500,00( 


acres of land, most of which was 
owned by saw milling concerns anc 
was principally valuable for its timber 
The total assessed value of taxable 
property at that time was §2,500,000. 


"Subsequent to the purchase of the 


bondii the United States Forest Ser- 
vice extended the boundaries of the 
Ouachita National Forest so as to take 
in most of the county and began to 
purchase lands in the county. Tim- 
ber has been taken from most of the 
lands and owners are seeking to sell 
same and avoid payment of taxes 
thereon.
